John O’Brien to 
run for Senate 


By Don Staruk 

Democrat John D. O’Brien, chair 
man of Andover’s Planning Board and 
an aide to state Sen. Patricia McGov- 
ern, D-Lawrence, said Tuesday he will 
seek the Senate seat being vacated by 
his boss this November 

“I’m going to be leaving my position 
with Ways and Means tomorrow and 
start campaigning,” Mr. O'Brien said. 

Also this week, state Rep. Brion M. 
Cangiamila, R-Billerica, announced 
he, too, will run for Sen. MeGovern’s 
seat. Accoring a press release issued 
by Rep. Cangiamila’s office Tuesday, 
Gov. Weld courted Rep. Cangiamila to 
challenge Sen. McGovern’s seat last 
summer. 

“Her newly announced departure 
from the political scene made the deci 
sion to run purely academic,” read the 
press release. “Rep. Cangiamila is 
expected to officially announce his 
candidacy for the state Senate seat 
next week in the district and will be 
accompanied by Gov. Weld.” 

Mr. O’Brien, 31, of 107 High St., said 
he had spoken with Sen. McGovern 
about his intentions, but that he didn’t 
know if she would back him. 

“She wished me the best of luck,” 

Ir. O’Brien said. 

Monday, following Sen. McGovern’s 
announcement that she would not seek 
re-election in the fall (see her state- 
ment, page 2), Mr. O’Brien told the 
Townsman he was considering a run, 
but that he would have to discuss it 
with his wife, Kathleen. The couple 
have a 7-month-old son, Matthew. The 
family decision was apparently a posi- 
tive one. 

Mr. O’Brien said those officials 
elected this time around are going to 
have to question positions and pro- 
grams that have been around for a 
long time, but which don’t work. 

“The prime example would be the 
education system,” Mr. O’Brien said. 

Students are going to have to be 
trained to compete in a world, rather 
than national, economy, Mr. O’Brien 
said, and they are not getting that type 
of education now. 

More of Mr. O’Brien’s specific posi- 
tions on various issues will be outlined 
in a formal announcement some time 
next week, he said. 

Mr. O’Brien hopes to continue serv- 
ing on the town Planning Board, but

will meet with Buzz Stapezynski, town 
manager, later this week or next, to 
make sure there won't be a conflict of 
interest, since he will be raising cam 
paign funds. He said he may have to 
relinquish his chairmanship anyway. 

Mr. O’Brien just last month 
announced that he was thinking of 
running against Rep. Gary Coon, R 
Andover, for his state House seat this 
fall. At that time, he said he would 
wait on that decision until the politi- 
cal landscape in the whole Merrimack 
Valley shook out a little bit. The Sen- 
ate is a different position, but still a 
seat in the Legislature, Mr. O’Brien 
said Tuesday, and one with which he 
is very familiar through his work with 
Sen. McGovern. 

Mr. Q’Brien has served on the 
Andover Democratic Town Committee 
since 1988, on the Planning Board 
since 1988 and has chaired that board 
since last June, 

He graduated from Brown Universi- 
ty in 1982 and Suffolk Law School in 
1985. He began working for the Senate 
Ways and Means Committee as an 
intern in 1983-84 and worked his way 
up through the ranks. He became an 
associate counsel in 1985, then deputy 
counsel and has been general counsel 
with a staff of three lawyers working 
under him for the past two years. He 
left the state to work for the law firm 
of Asoian and Tully in Andover for a 
year and a half before returning to 
Ways and Means in 1988,

Artist’s background 

The 45-year-old illustrator moved to 
Andover when he was a teen-ager, He credits 
Andover art teacher, the late Frances Dalton 
with encouraging him to pursue a career in 
art. 

“She really helped me and gave me a lot of 
personal attention,” he said 

After graduating from Andover High he 
attended Massachusetts College of Art and 
received a degree in graphic design. He then 
went to Rochester Institute of Technology to 
earn a master’s degree in illustration, with a 
minor in painting. 

Help from Historical Society 

“The (Andover) Historical Society was 
invaluable in helping me piece together 
what the church looked like back then,” he 
said. 

From a photograph he was able to recre 
ate details such as vents and chimneys on 
the roof and the locations of other buildings 
in the town, such as the neighborhood 
school, the train station and the Smith and 
Dove Mill buildings. 

Mr, Parker, who also enjoys other art 
forms such as cartooning, said his profes 
sional focus is on folk and primitive art. He

In folk, art the central focus of 
a painting is usually drawn ona 
larger scale than the other 
images in the work. For exam 
ple, Mr. Parker was commis- 
sioned by the Maxwell House 
coffee company to create a bill- 
board design. He painted a rustic 
scene complete with a town, peo- 
ple and animals and placed a cof- 
fee can in the center of the paint 
ing that stretched from the top to 
the bottom of the painting. He 


said this art form sets him apart 
from other commercial artists 
because it is more unique 

“T enjoy studying history and 
doing a lot with graphics. A lot of 
primitive art is graphic in 


nature,” Mr. Parker said. 

The current South Church, 
the newest of four meeting hous- 
es built on the site, was con 
structed in 1860 and is listed on 
the National Register of Historic 
Places. 
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used the same technique in his South 
Church painting. The church and its sur- 
rounding grounds are much larger than the 
other buildings in the painting. 

“With this type of work you can take a few 
artistic liberties,” Mr. Parker said. 

“For example, in 1861 the church was 
probably painted gray or brown. Churches 
were painted either of those two colors in an 
attempt to simulate stone,” he said. 

“T painted the church white because more 
people identify with South Church the color 
that it is now,” Mr. Parker said.

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John Doyle tests Town 
Meeting’s patience

Selfappointed town govern 
ment watchdog John Doyle 
received repeated warnings from 
Town Meeting Moderator James 
Doherty and boisterous objec 
tions from Tuesday night's Town 
Meeting voters when he repeat- 
edly questioned if there was a 
quorum present. 

Tuesday night’s Town Meet 
ing was delayed an hour until 


officials counted at least 850 of 


the town’s 18,000 registered vot- 
ers had entered the auditorium. 
If a quorum had not been certi 
fied, the meeting would have 
been stopped and continued the 
following night. It costs approxi 
mately $4,000 each evening to 
run a town meeting in Andover, 
according to the moderator, 

The second article discussed 
at Tuesday night’s meeting, pro 
posed by Mr. Doyle, 40 Reserva- 
tion Road, attempted to give 
future town meeting speakers 
the right to vield the floor to 
audience members who wished 
to ask questions of the first 
speaker, 

Mr. Doyle produced reams of 
transcripts from previous years’ 
town meetings when he claimed 
he was repeatedly cut off by the 
moderator and town officials 
were allowed to speak as along 
as they want. Mr. Doyle said the 
thrust of Article 43 would be that 
all town meeting participants, 
both elected officials and citi 
zens, would have equal opportu 
nities to voice their opinions, 

He then went on to-read from 
the transcripts for about five 
minutes. While he read, several 
voters shouted to the moderator 
to call for a vote on the article. 

Mr. Doyle objected that once 
again he wasn’t being given a 
fair opportunity to exercise his 
“citizen's rights” and speak at 
Town Meeting. He also made ref- 
erence to last year’s Town Meet 
ing when he said he was “arrest 
ed” and not allowed to finish

There are phone numbers for both 
the reeycling contractor and the 
trash contractor, the Andover Board 
of Health, and it does say that the 
Andover Board of Public Works is 
responsible for everything. So, you 
really don’t have to call me, unless 
you just want to talk. 

Holidays are listed so you know 
when to move your collections ahead 
a day and the things you didn’t want 
to know are listed too. Those are the 
items banned from your rubbish and 
banned means banned by the state 
from reception at the incinerator, In 
addition to those banned now are the 
new ones that will be banned next 
year 
Get ready for less trash, 


So here it is, at last, the new calen- 
dar and I’ve discovered something 
was left off the composting program. 
So far we just have it in the fall and 
that must be the reason it was forgot: 
ten. | will write about it again when 
it is nearer the time for leaf disposal. 
Ilowever, there are the people who 
didn’t get rid of all their leaves last 
fall. Now you will have to keep them 
until next fall so the best way is to 
start your own simple compost pile 
in the back corner of your lot and 
maybe you will be converted to this 
easy way of doing things.

Barely enough residents showed up 
Tuesday night and the start of the meeting 
was delayed an hour, until 8 p.m... waiting 
for a quorum to assemble. Buzz Stapezyn 
ki, town manager, even summoned six on 
duty firefighters to the Collins Center to 
help establish and maintain the quorum 

Eventually, a total of 410 residents 
checked into the second session of ‘Town 
Meeting, but only 854 were in the hall for 


the last few articles, (And that thanks to the 
firefighters returning from an alarm), and 
the night just survived repeated calls by 
John Doyle, of 40 Reservation Road, for a 
quorum count, 


Budget 

The $56,882,967 budget passed Monday is 
based on level-funded services from last 
year. It calls for no layofls of town employ 
ees but also includes no raises, and all the 
town’s collective bargaining units are up 
for contract renewals this July. 

The budget is based on an anticipated 2.5 
percent increase in revenues and a parallel 
increase in spending, according to Mr. 
Stapezynski. The budget still assumes level 
funded state aid, 

“That may or may not happen,” Don 
Robb, Finance Committee chairman, told 
voters 

The increase is due largely to $900,000 
included for capital spending in the Munici 
pal Maintenance budget, which initiates the 
new five-year Capital Improvement Plan 


increase in the solid-waste budget 

And a 24.5 percent increase in the health 
insurance budget, from $2.6 to $3.8 million, 
is one of the “budget busters” that Mr. 
Stapezynski said continues to hurt the town 
and which he is trying to deal with by nego 
tiating with health care providers 
Schools 

The budget included $22,000,242 for the 
town’s eight public schools. About 82 per 
cent of that money will go to payroll. 

The school budget maintains every pro 
gram funded this year, but some programs 
have been pared down. One part-time teach 
er in the middle school art program will be 
cut, one in the high school business pro 
gram and another in the elementary school 
instrumental music program, as well as a 
part-time clerk in the administration busi 
ness office. 

The budget restores the seventh-grade 
foreign language program that was cut last 
year, The budget does not accommodate 
wage increases. 

Several residents spoke against further 
cuts in the school budget, including 
Michael Frishman, of 230 Andover St., who 
said cuts in the school programs make him 
“nauseous.” 

“Our schools are about to come to a 
standstill,” Mr. Frishman said, 

Ted Vecurivich, of 1 Partridge Hill Road, 
said he would like to see more spent on 
schools, but since that can’t happen right 
now, he thanked parent volunteers who 
have been instrumental in supporting the 
school system and encouraged them to con 
tinue being involved. 

Voters also approved: 

‘A property tax deferral for the elderly 
that will allow qualified applicants to defer 
a portion of property taxes until the proper- 
ty is sold or transferred.

- One unregistered car to be stored out 
side a barn or garage. The bylaw requires 
the car be covered or out of public view.

* Parking bylaw changes, which give 
more flexibility and options to businesses 
trying to settle in the general business dis- 
tricts.

* A Veteran’s Memorial to be built in 
Elm Square. 
Voters rejected proposals for: 

+ Mausoleums in cemeteries in 
Andover, After the vote, Planning Board 
member Susan Stott said she didn’t see 
enough interest on the part of voters to 
have the town planners pursue another 
article on the mausoleum issue for consid 
eration at another Town Meeting in the 
near future. 


Articles withdrawn included: 


¢ Approve free cash ~ there is none,

Voters Monday night approved 
an amendment to the so-called junk 
car bylaw that allows residents to 


store one unregistered car. or one 
lot In condition for travel, on their 
roperty 
\n article proposed by John 
ovle, of 40 Reservation Road, to get 
id of the bylaw altogether was

Unregistered cars or ears not in 
condition for travel previously had 
0 be stored in a barn or garage. or 


out of view from a public way or 
abutting property 

The amendment allows one 
unregistered car, but which is in 
condition for travel, to be stored 
outside and in view if it has been 
registered and passed inspection in 
the previous 12 months, or if it is 
covered with a manufactured car 
cover. 

This would allow cars used sea 
sonally to be stored without need 
for garaging them. 

A car not in condition for travel, 
such as those undergoing major 
repairs or are just in extreme disre- 
pair, would still need to be stored 
inside or out of view, and have to be 
moved within 48 hours of notifica 
tion by the building inspector's 
office that they are in violation. 

William Coderre, of 37 Stinson 
Road, questioned whether an unreg 
istered but operable vehicle he uses 
on his 800-foot driveway would vio 
late the bylaw. Sue Stott, Planning 
Board member, told him that, with 
an 800-foot driveway, the vehicle 
was probably out of view anyway. 
She also said the bylaw was 
designed to deal with 90 percent of 
the situations, but that no bylaw 
could cover every possible situation 
and that those special cases would 
have to be dealt with individually. 

At least two residents said 
enforcement of the car bylaw was a 
waste of the building inspectors’ 
time and the taxpayers’ money, and 
that car issues should be left to 
police, 

Mr. Coderre asked if the $100 
fines, which were an issue when the 
bylaw came to Town Meeting last 
year, were still in place. Planners 
said the fines were a zoning issue 
and not part of the amendment pro- 
posal, but that as far as they knew 
the procedures for fining violators 
was still in place. 

Selectman James Barenboim 
said 10 violations have actually 
been issued at $25 each. 

The article was passed by a 388 to 
52 vote.

Parking restrictions eased

An amendment that should ease the 
parking restrictions on businesses down- 
town was approved at Tuesday night's 
session of Town Meeting, but stifled 
slightly when a related article was reject- 
ed. 

The amendment allows more flexible 
parking-lot designs and use of compact- 
car spaces, and promotes designs with 
pedestrian access between lots and maxi- 
mum use of existing parking areas, It 
exempts small businesses and certain 
changes of use, adds parking ‘ratios for 
some businesses, such as day-care cen- 
ters, and lowers parking requirements 
for basement and upper floor retail busi- 
nesses. It also provides options for shared 
and satellite parking and joint driveways, 

The most controversial aspect of the 
proposal was the creation of a parking 
fund for those businesses that cannot 
comply with the parking requirements. 


A developer or other business wishing 
to settle in town but who doesn’t have the 
adequate number of parking spaces, 
would be able to pay a per-space fee, set 
by the selectmen, into the fund. The mon- 
ey would be held until the town can buy 
or build additional municipal parking. 


Although the concept was approved 
with the amendment, a separate article 
that asked voters to establish a revoling 
account in the budget for the parking 
fund was rejected. The Finance Commit- 
tee, while supporting the idea, recom- 
mended against the creation of the fund 
partly because it didn’t identify a specific 
goal such as building a parking lot. 

’ Residents complained that the parking 

fund encouraged expansion of the central 
business district.George Brattin, of 39 
Bartlet St., said creating the fund was 
like loading a gun and not knowing 
where it was going to go off. 
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Town Meeting voters show a hand vote on an article. Monday’s meet- 
ing easily obtained a quorum, but Tuesday’s session of Town Meeting 
was delayed an hour until the moderator said a quorum was in atten-

But, Ms. Jenkins said she was “very 
disappointed that we almost didn’t 
have Town Meeting because we 
couldn't get a quorum. | want to know 
where the 400 parents are who filled 
(Doherty Middle School) auditorium,” 
the night the School Committee held a 
meeting on redistricting in January, 
she said. 

“I guess unless it affects (voters) in 
their pocketbooks or changes their per- 
sonal space, people don't come to Town 
Meeting,” she said, 

The money will be used to establish 
education specifications relating to 
how many classrooms will be needed, 
what type of rooms, such as special 
education, physical education or regu: 
lar teaching space, and other mandated 
items, such as plumbing and electric 
fixtures appropriate for public schools. 

The School Committee estimates it 
will need $100,000 to pay for profession- 
als to determine these specifications 
that must be approved by the state 
before a community can begin con- 
struction, The committee believes it 
needs space for at least 450 more ele- 
mentary students and space for about 
500 more students at the high school by 
the year 2002. 

The earliest the committee antici- 
pates having the elementary space 
built would be for the 1994-1995 school 
year, 

Once the committee has these speci- 
fications established, the numbers will 
go to a town-manger-appointed School 
building committee that will determine 
which option — building nine class- 
rooms each onto South and Sanborn 
elementary schools, or renovating the 
school administration building for a 
central elementary school - is the most 


efficient with regard to cost and space. 
Currently, the School Committee's first 
choice is the additions to the two 
schools. 

Once one of these options has been 
chosen, the school building committee 
will hire architects to draw building 
plans. 


The earliest that new elementary 
classroom space could be ready would 
be school year 1993-94, 

Frank Bellistri, 23 Brown St., urged 
fellow Town Meeting voters to approve 
the planning article. 

“This allows us to move forward. It 
doesn’t cure all the problems, but it 
moves us in the right direction,” he 
said. Only three people voted against 
the planning article.

No one can accuse Andover resi- 


dents, and especially parents, of 


being apathetic when it comes to 
issues related to the education of our 
youngsters. 

At Town Meeting Monday, former 
School Committee member Michael 
Frishman received applause for an 
impassioned speech about how the 
School Committee for years has 
been denied funds to repair its build- 
ings. He echoed what the New Jer- 

sey couple that is moving to 
Andover say in their letter on page 
39 in today’s Townsman: “What we 
don’t understand is how a communi- 
ty with the affluence of Andover that 
claims to value education and to 
have a good school system could 
allow its children and teachers to 
learn and work in such an environ- 
ment.” 

But the economy is tight: some 
people are unemployed and having 
trouble paying bills. Monday night, 
Town Meeting approved a $56.9 mil- 
lion budget that doesn’t include rais- 
es for town employees. 

Still, residents have not lost their 
vision of providing the best educa- 
tion possible for Andover’s young. A 
group of influential and varied resi- 
dents, begun by Fred Fitzgerald, has 
founded the Andover Fund for Edu- 
cation. Their story begins on page 1. 
They are organized and clear that 
their goal is to raise money to 
improve education here. 

That group has the real potential 
and talent to provide the leadership 
that lately has been missing in the 
education arena here. There are oth- 
er groups supporting and studying 
public education in Andover, and 
they should continue. Their purpose 
is not so much raising funds as 
studying goals, curriculum and the 
like. 

Budget constraints aren’t the only 
problem facing Andover’s public 
schools. There are many other 
issues: tenure, course priorities, 
competition among teachers and 
schools, staff and administration 
leadership, and more. 

But AFE has the talent to keep 
those issues in mind while looking 
for funds to back Andover’s public 

schools.

Some reward is needed for those stu 
dents who achieve honors grades, who 
support the school and do not have 
discipline problems, — + 

My efforts to show the school admin 
istration this have been endless, A 
year ago, | presented the “open access” 
proposal to the student government. 
With the resignation of Principal 
Hixon last year, 1 withdrew the propos: 
al until the next principal was hired. | 
then refined and resubmitted the pro 
posal, which passed through the house 
government, Next it was vetoed by Mr. 
Thomas, overridden by the house and 
sent to Dr. McQuillan, thus following 
the established procedures for self:gov 
ernance within the school system. 

I spoke at the School Committee 


meeting, emphasizing the benefits of 


the program: helping seniors to better 
manage their time and allowing them 
school time access to the better 
equipped Memorial Hall Library. I told 
how “open campus” would benefit the 
school community by instilling a feel- 
ing of trust between students and 
administrators and by recognizing the 
good instead of always punishing the 
bad. 

I sent a follow-up letter to School 
Committee members followed by a 


petition containing 575 signatures of 


support. Yet, at the last School Com- 
mittee meeting, elected officials saw 
only the down sides to this idea, 

About six weeks ago, the former 
School Committee supported “open 
access” 5-0; yet last Tuesday night, 
with the new School Committee, it was 
vetoed 5-0. Why the change? Why fear 
to try something productive when the 
program called for a trial period and 
included its own discipline system? 
What do they offer as a solution to this 
problem? 

Mr. Thomas says that students 
should enroll in more classes. Yet more 
classes also involves more homework, 
papers and projects. Many seniors 


don’t have the time out of school to do 
more work. Open access allowed those 
who had limited time after school to 
use free time during school more effec 
tively. What's so wrong with that? Lam 
told that students haven't proven 
themselves worthy of this privilege, 


Yet it is the very honors student of 


AHS who would benefit from this: 
many students wouldn’t qualify for the 
privileges. The present system at ALS 
(discipline code) only establishes 
means of punishing the bad while 
ignoring the good students. 

What does the administration offer 
as a way to reward good students, oth- 
er than the usual high: academic 
achievers receiving certificates twice a 
year at assemblies? Problems with 
buildings and space are easily reme 
died by material means.

The taxpayers have already shelled 
out, according to varying accounts, 
about $200 million to finance the bail 
out of the savings and loan banks 
that’s about $1,000 out ane pockets of 
each person in the U.S. That money 
Will pay back de Sarit who, in good 
faith, placed their money in financial 
institutions backed by the federal gov 
ernment — that’s us by the way. 

Last week we read of the conviction 
of Charles Keating, former head of the 
Lincoln Savings and Loan Bank for 
improperly investing in junk bonds 
high risk securities — and losing big 
time.

Last year, you may recall the cov 
viction of Michael Millken, super-jock 
architect of the junk bond system you 
know, raise billions of dollars with no 
money or collateral (mirrors and blue 
smoke). Millken “earned” (what a joke) 
some $750 million; a federal district 
court judge recently allowed a “reason- 
able settlement” where Millken walks 
away with $125 million — the Justice 
Department has really sent a message 
to the 1990s vintage carpetbaggers on 
this one. 

Looking back over the 1980s, we can 
recount stories about major changes in 
anti-trust policies which paved the 
way for corporate raiders making mil- 
lions for some and left many compa- 
nies struggling under massive debt 
(big time monopoly). We can recall 
changes in banking regulations which 
encouraged speculative loans and 
investments. We can recall the secret 
actions of the executive branch of gov- 
ernment which contravened federal 
laws, demonstrated its abhorrence of 
the Congress during the Iran-Contra 
hearings, plausible denials absent any 
basis of truth, i.e, lies, packaged for us 
under the guise of patriotism. 

The presidency of the United States 
is more than a figurehead or the head 
of a political party, or the executive 
officer of our three-part system of goy- 
ernment. The presidency sets a moral 
and ethical tone as our political leader. 
The Reagan-Bush years have taught an 
entire generation that government is 
an obstacle to progress. The Reagan- 
Bush administration has demonstrated 
by deeds and actions that disregard for 
the law was OK as long as the ends jus- 
tified the means and that you don’t get 
caught. The Reagan-Bush years have 
taught us that we were responsible 
only to ourselves as individuals and no 
one else. The Reagan-Bush years have 
taught us to despise government as an 
institution, not the many corrupt and 
dishonest individuals who were 
appointed to hold the public trust and 
have left in disgrace.

Nine years ago, Neighbors In Need 
Was organized to provide basic food 
items to people without needs testing, 
The program began at Grace Episcopal 
Church in Lawrence. Volunteers from 
the Merrimack Valley keep Neighbors 
In Need running. 

Nine years ago, the program served 
250 people each month by establishing 
food pantries at churches in Lawrence. 
By 1991 the program was serving 1,600 
to 1,800 people per month. 

“When the program started, we 
hoped to go out of business, but instead 
we had to expand,” said Reajeanne Kel- 
ley, director of Neighbors In Need. 

This week, Neighbors In Need 
expanded again by opening a food 
pantry in North Andover, at North 
Parish Church, 

Every week, volunteers distribute 
food at six food pantries in the Greater 
Lawrence area. The food is collected 
from churches and synagogues and 
other local supporters, then stored in a 
warehouse in Dundee Park, Andover. 
Many volunteers help separate food 
into categories: vegetables, fruits, 
frozen meat, baby food or formula. 

Every day, the Neighbors In Need 


van brings the bagged food to one of 


the food pantries. The program has 
approximately 60 volunteers and 20 
board members. 

Cari Marchese, a Neighbors In Need 
board member and social action mem- 
ber of North Parish Church, North 
Andover, asked North Parish trustees 
to open a food pantry for North 
Andover and Andover residents. North 
Parish trustees agreed and a food 
pantry opened Tuesday, April 14, at 
10:30 a.m. The entrance to the pantry is 
located on the corner of Great Pond 
Road and Massachusetts Avenue. 

“The food distribution has no needs 
testing,” said Mrs. Marchese. “We only 
ask how many people are in the family, 
in order to select the appropriate quan- 
tity of food.” 


She is hopeful people who need help 
will come and receive the bags of gro 
ceries. Years ago, when Mrs. Marchese 
overcame health problems, she decided 
to help people when she saw a need. 
She lost her job recently and wants to 
help others who are experiencing a job 
loss and decreased income,

People who need supplemental food 
can also take advantage of the SHARE 
program. SHARE stands for Self Help 
and Resources Exchange. This pro- 
gram offers an additional way to obtain 
nutritious food by paying $14 cash or 


food stamps and donating two hours of 


community service once a month. 
When the requirement is met, the 
recipient can purchase a food package 
of $30-35 retail value. 

An example of community service is 
working at Neighbors In Need 
pantries, or volunteering at a school or 
hospital, or helping at the SHARE 
warehouse. Volunteers make the 
SHARE and Neighbors In Need effec- 
tive outreach programs. 

“Those who give and those who 
receive! The main objective is to 
respect each person and share what 
has been given,” said Mrs. Marchese. 


“There are 875 emergency feeding 
programs in Massachusetts, Lazarus 
House and Bread and Roses are local 
emergency food pantries,” said Ms. 
Keeley. 

“In Massachusetts, one in four chil- 
dren go hungry every day. The elderly 
who depend on Social Security are giv- 
en $10 a month for food allowance,”

Walk for Hunger 

The problem of hunger is not 
restricted to third-world countries but 
crosses all geographic borders. Ms. 
Keeley is the area spokeswoman for 
the Walk for Hunger fundraiser, a 20 
mile walk in Boston on Sunday, May 3. 
This event is the biggest one-day 
fundraiser in Massachusetts to raise 
funds to feed the hungry, Twenty-two 
years ago a few concerned people 


planned this event to raise money to 
help feed the hungry. The money is dlis- 
tributed mostly in Massachusetts and a 
small percentage is directed interna- 
tionally. 


Last year the Walk for Hunger col- 
lected $3.5 million. There were 48,000 
walkers and 3,000 volunteers who 
worked, collecting sponsors and plan- 
ning the event.

People vol 
unteer to help with food preparation at 
checkpoints along the road, Some vol- 
unteers staff the registration tables,

The Andover High boys’ track 
team Started its 1992 season with a 
rush, winning the 18th annual 
Haverhill Invitational team champi- 
onship and blasting Methuen 106.5 to 
38.5 in its opening Merrimack Valley 
Conference dual meet.
